Judiciary Committee has gathered evidence 
which apparently links President Nixon to the 
decision to raise dairy price supports in 
return for $2 million pledge for political con­ 
tributions, 
Several r e f e r e n c e s to “material in 
the possession of the committee’’ were made 
in a document to support allegations raised in 
the com m ittee’s request for more tapes of 
Nixon’s conversations with several aides. The 
document was written by the staff of the 
Judiciary Committee. 
The “ material” apparently will be included 
in the confidential information the staff will 
present to the 38 committee members behind 


closed doors next Wednesday or Thursday. 
Nixon’s discussions with his aides between 
March 12, 1971, and March 25,1971, are key to 
the investigation of whether the President 
ordered the Agriculture Department to raise 
the federal milk price supports, according to 
the com m ittee’s request. 
The request for tapes and documents 
relating to the milk decision, the ITT antitrust 
case and more Watergate materials was 
made in a letter to the White House April 19. It 
was the com m ittee’s second such request for 
information for its impeachment inquiry. 
The White House provided transcripts of 
some of the 42 tapes included in the commit­ 
tee’s first request But presidential aides 


have indicated the White House will not com­ 
ply with the second request. 
Special committee counsel John M. Doar 
has said the second request covers 78 or 79 
tapes, but White House officials say it seeks 
142 tapes. 
The request for 1971 tapes apparently was 
based on information gathered by the special 
prosecutor from the Agriculture Department 
and the impeachment inquiry staff’s own 
investigation. 
John Connally, who was Nixon’s treasury 
secretary at the time, is specifically men­ 
tioned in the document, Dairy industry 
representatives talked with Connally early in

DAMASCUS, Syria (AP) — Secretary of State Henry A 
Kissinger and Syrian President Hafez Assad apparently 
made some progress toward Middle East peace Friday, and 
there was a hint of American, aid to the Damascus govern­ 
ment if the Kissinger negotiations go well. 


After seven, hours of talks, between Kissinger and the 
Syrian president, State Department spokesman Robert J. 
McCloskey said “ no agreement has been reached” on a 
Syrian-Israeli peace accord. But he indicated “ some 
progress was m ade,’’ in discussions on ending the current 
fighting on the Golan front, drawing a separation of forces 
line, creating arid manning buffer zones and. returning 
prisoners captured in the October war. 
In an apparent reference to the possibility of American aid 
for Syria, Kissinger said in. a luncheon, toast that Washington 
stands ready to accelerate its new spirit of cooperation with 
Damascus 


Asked about this point McClosky told newsmen, later that 
“ we would be prepared to assist Syria if we see a 
disengagement proceed” in the spirit of the Israeli-Egyptian 
arrangement. 
Partially as a result that disengagement. President Nixon 
has asked Congress for $250 million in aid to Egypt 


McCloskey said the outstanding issues between Kissinger 
and Assad — particularly the drawing of a disengagement 
line — will be taken up again when Kissinger returns to 
Damascus next Monday or'Tuesday. Before then, he will see' 
President Anwar Sadat in Egypt, travel to Jerusalem for 
further meetings with Israeli leaders and visit Jordan 


“ We did not envision in coming here on this first visit that 
agreement would be reached,” McCloskey said He added 
that the Syrians joined in his appraisal of the talks as “con­ 
structive.” 
Before their meeting Assad asked Kissinger, “ Aren’t you 
tired, of so much traveling?”1 Kissinger replied: “ Not at all 
as long as after each tnp I can see relations improve bet­ 
ween the Americans and Arabs ” 


Kissinger arrived in Damascus from. 10 hours of talks with 
Israeli leaders in Jerusalem, and a senior U.S. official said 
“the shape of an agreement” had become apparent and that 
the Israelis had begun to, negotiate for “the attainable" 
instead of the ideal. 
The official, who could not be identified under the briefing 
rules, said Kissinger was trying; to apply the principles of the 
separation of forces he worked out between Egypt and Israel

Manpower Struggle 
To t h e Editor: Manpower 
always has been a problem 
in the Soviet Union's inef­ 
ficient production system. It 
r e m a i n s 
a 
m a j o r 
im pedim ent to growth 
today, although the reasons 
have changed in the last 
several decades. 
The Kremlin adopted a 
plan to encourage migration 
of rural residents to the 
cities following World War II 
as part of a mammoth effort 
to revitalize war-strained 
industry 
The scheme 
worked so well that today it 
is the farms which are shor­ 
thanded and reverse exodus 
is encouraged. 
As part of the campaign to 
attract workers back to the 
farms the government has 
announced a $46 billion 
program to redevelop 
agriculture The goal is to 


improve farming efficiency 
and increase production so 
farm incomes will rise 
closer to urban incomes. 
It is an ambitious under­ 
taking. but there is a 
p ro b le m : the m ajor 
industrial centers are short 
of manpower. Both Soviet 
industry and agriculture are 
notoriously inefficient, 
requiri n g m o re man power 
per unit of production than 
other major producers The 
com m issars could find 
themselves bidding against 
one another for skilled labor.

A century ago, the best a 
doctor could offer his patien­ 
ts in many cases was moral 
encouragement. 
Then modern science 
brought about control of 
m any d iseases through 
drugs, diet and surgery', 
overshadowing will power as 
the prime source of survival. 
Now some doctors are 
taking a second look at the 
mind as a means of fighting 
disease 
Biofeedback — the process 
of using the mind to control 
involuntary activities — has 
become the object of serious 
research in a dozen univer­ 
sities and some doctors are 
a l r e a d y 
c l a i m i n g 
encouraging results in 
experiments 
According to national 
magazines, heart patients in 
Baltimore have been trained 
to speed or slow their heart 
beat to smooth 
irregularities. 
In Boston, people have 
learned to lower their high 
blood pressure; in Califor­ 
nia, a. w om an with a 
paralyzed leg learned to 
walk again... 
CAN LEARN 
The principal of biofeed­ 
back is that people can learn 
to control involuntary 
activities if they have some 
way of telling how a certain 
bodily function, is reacting to 
will power. 
Scientists hook up people 
with instruments that feed 
back information about, skin 
t e m p e r a t u r e , blood 
p ressu re, heartbeat or 
specific muscles, By using 
the devices, people can 
immediately tell how well 
their will power is working 
N a. t u rail y , biofeed back 
has been embraced by fad­ 
dists who claim all sorts of 
miraculous results but that 
h asn ’t deterred serious 
scientists from investigating 
its possibilities. 
If people can lower their 


blood pressure by mental 
effort, maybe they can slow 
the growth of a cancerous 
tumor or hardening of the 
arteries someday 
For the most part, Pott­ 
stown doctors interviewed 
rem ain skeptical about 
biofeedback's potential 
"I believe in mind over 
matter in minor illnesses 
which have at least a partial 
cause in nervous disorders,” 
said Dr Edmund Gaffney, 
64 N, Hanover St. 
“But anything like a can­ 
cerous tumor or heart, 
disease can never be healed 
by mentaf effort.’' 
Dr Gaffney said that he 
hasn’t heard of any great 
movement in medical cir­ 
c l e s to ex plore the 
possibility, either. 
“This idea of will power 
over disease isn’t a new 
idea,” noted Dr Thomas 
Powiek. a retired surgeon 
living on Temple Church 
Road, North Coventry. 
"My sister tried it and 
died from it." 
HAD CANCER 
He explained that his 
sister had cancer but 
refused to seek medical 
i re a t m e n t. beca use she 
thought she could cure her­ 
self by will power alone.. 
"She had several serious 
symptoms but insisted she 
could, overcome it. She didn’t 
go to a doctor, despite my 
urgings, until the tumor had 
growm so large it was too late 
to do anything for her.” 
Dr Powick said this is a 
clear case of trying to will 
oneself to health by running 
away. “That can be nice for 
a while, then bang!" he war­ 
ned 
But. believing you, can con­ 
trol your illness by mental 
effort and then seeking' 
treatment from a doctor is 
con!radictorv, Dr. Powick 
observed. "You spoil your 
own theory,” he said. 
The former surgeon said 
he knows of no vidence that 
proves will power does any 


good in controlling organic 
diseases "Maybe it does,” 
he concluded, “but so far 
there’s no evidence that it 
does." 
Dr 
F r e d 
W inter, 
radiologist at the Pottstown 
Memorial Medical Center, 
said he hasn't heard of the 
theory. “ I doubt it would be 
curative in cases like cancer 
or real diseases,” he said 
"But it might help the 
patient to feel better, to 
accept the situation. 
“And I do think it would 
h e l p 
i n 
c e r t a i n 
psychosomatic diseases, like 
ulcers brought on by 
worry.” 
SOME CREDENCE 
Dr. Harvey Tapolow. a 
psychiatrist practicing at 
620 High. St., has .some 
credence in biofeedback. 
although he doesn't think it 
actually could control 
diseases like cancer. 
“There are many illnesses 
th at 
h a v e a strong 
psychosomatic or 
p s y c h o - p h y s io l o g i c a l 
elem ent that this would, 
help," he said. "It’s the idea 
of auto-suggestion, self-hyp­ 
nosis. It's not likely that a 
tumor is going to respond to 
suggestion,” he stated, “but 
if a person had hysterical 
paralysis, for example, then 
suggestion can help — with 
the stipulation that the per­ 
son had a great deal of faith 
in that method." 
Dr. Tapolow noted that 95 
pef cent, of all high blood 
pressure has no known 
organic cause. “I could 


believe that, bi©feedback, 
could help control high blood 
pressure.” he said, “and 
certain types of irregular 
heartbeat. But if there is a 
physical cause for the 
disease, it wouldn't help " 
He added, that every 
illness has a certain 
psychosomatic factor. Two 
p e o p l e 
m i g h t have 
pneumonia." he said, “with 
the s a m e amount of 
infiltration in the lungs But 
one might look terribly ill 
and the other person might 
look, healthy, possibly re flee-, 
ting a different emotional 
attitude.. 
"But although the person 
m ig h t 
a p p e a r much 
h e a lth ie r because of 
suggestion or faith healing, 
that d o esn ’t, m ean he 
s h o u l d n ’t 
be given 
penicillin.” 
The psychiatrist said that 
although biofeedback has 
e x isted for years as 
suggestion, "it’s now been 
dignified with a name." 
Dr. George Pechstein, a 
radiologist at Pottstown 
Memorial Medical Center, 
said he’s not familiar with 
biofeedback. 
It's known, of course, that 
a troubled mind can result in 
a physical' reaction in 
various parts of the body, 
like an ulcer or colitis.” he 
.said. 
And although a negative 
body reaction from the mind 
is most common, someone 
with a bright mental outlook 
will feel much better, he 
added.

Space Age Directs Attention 
To 'Sweet Mystery of Life' 


Based on moon walks, 
laser beams, nuclear energy 
and countless other products 
of today's technology, the 
197'0s might, someday be 
labeled on the of the most 
scientific eras in the history 
of civilization. 
But what do the people of 
the 1970s want to read 
about? 
Reincarnation. 
Spiritualism 
Witchcraft. 
Flying saucers. 
And a myriad of other 
topics that flatly defy proof 
within the realm of modem 
science. 
It appears to be a paradox. 
With so many fascinating 
developm ents in science, 
isn't it strange that people 
show more interest in 
non - sc ienti f i. c or even 
anti-scientific fields? 
Not really, according to a 
Pottstown psychiatrist.. 
INEVITABLE 
Dr I Harvey P. Tapolow 
said the trend is inevitable 
‘ 'In an «It.ra- scientific age. 
people become starved for 
muths and mystery." he 
explained 
"As technology advances, 
less and less remains unex­ 
plained People get tired of 
hav mg eve rytking explained 
to them, so they tend to fan 
tasize.” 
As an example he cited the 
great popularity of science 
fiction, in the 1950s and early 
1960s He st ill is a science fic­ 
tion fan but most people lost 
interest within the past 
decade. 
Why? 


“ Because most of it 
became fact," he said, citing 
space travel, today’s exotic 
and deadly weapons and the 
deeper understanding of the 
universe scientists feel they 
are achieving. 
If a 10-year-old today 
picked up a science fiction 
book writtin in the 1950s he 
probably wouldn’t find it 
very far-fetched. Some of 
those books probably would 
seem, more like history 
"So people turned to the 
occult,.’’ Dr. Tapolow 
theorized, “because it has 
not been proven to exist. ” 
Belief in the occult isn’t 
new b u t th e recent 
popularity is a matter of 
"jum ping on the band­ 
wagon.” by the myth-starved 
population of a scientific 
society.

"Nothing 
that Von Dani ken .says is 
necessarily outside the 
realm of science 
“ After all, we have 
machines that fly to toher 
planets and statistics 
indicate there must be many 
other planets capable of sup­ 
porting life. 
"So why couldn't another 
people have visited earth 
and why not many years 
ago?” 
Von D ani ken cites 
physical evidence and bases 
his controversial theories on 
recorded historical infor­ 
mation. 
Writers on reincarnation 
such as Ruth Montgomery 
mainly relate incidents that 
defy any attempt at scien­ 
tific explanation 
But the appeal of both 
types of subject matter has 
the same basis. Dr. Tapolow 
said — the human craving 
for mystery 
The psychiatrist thinks it’s 
possible any or all of the 
occult and space visitor 
theories might someday be 
proven, true. 
What then? 
“Then they will join the

or lose as few as possible. Any 
move that infringes on this 
principle must be regarded as 
an error, no m atter how 
superficially attractive it may 
seem. 
After South jumped to three 
notrump, East, who had been 
playing possum, doubled. He 
wanted to insure a club iead 
from West — which the double 
called for — -and he hoped in. 
that way to beat the contract. 
South promptly redoubled. He 
realized that East was com­ 
manding a club lead, but since 
South had the ace he did not fear 
the lead — and besides, he was 
also confident of making at 
least nine tricks. 
West was understandably 
unhappy, but dutifully led a 
club. Dummy ducked and East, 
thinking the ten might be a 
singleton, overtook it with the 
jack. 
Declarer ducked -and East 
continued with the king. South 
won and led a diamond to the 
king, losing to the ace. East 
returned -a club to the queen, 
South discarding a spade, and 
declarer cashed four diamonds, 
discarding a club and a heart 
from dummy. 
In the meantime, East had to 
make three discards and threw 
two hearts and a spade. 
Declarer then led -a spade to the 
king and a spade back. When 
East’s queen appeared, South 
made three notrump redoubled 
for 450' points-. Actually, he could 
have scored 200 more by 
keeping his fourth spade. 
East’s double was not well 
thought out. True, he could not 
expect a club lead unless he 
doubled, yet he should have 
respected South’s leap to three 
notrump which suggested a 
possible slam. With South 
thinking in terms of twelve 
tricks, it was hardly possible 
that a club lead would stop him 
from making nine.

Samuelson was released 
Monday, seven weeks after 
Esso A rgentina paid $14.2 
million in ransom to the 
guerrilla terro rists who held 
him. 
At this island resort where 
he was reunited with his 
family, 
he told newsmen 
that he does not know for 
sure of the am ount of ran­ 
som. If the record sum is 
correct, he said, “ that’s an 
awful lot of money..'” 
Sam uelson 
declined 
to 
discuss details of his cap­ 
tivity. giving only this infor­ 
mation: 
He 
was 
not 
m istreated, his captors fed 
him enough, and he was kept 
in a well-guarded place at an 
unknown location. He said 
he passed tim e by thinking, 
reading, 
exercising some, 
and doodling and drawing. 
Sam uelson 
was 
seized 
Dec. 6 as he ate !n his com­ 
pany’s club at the 
refinery 
he 
m anaged at 
C am para. He said the armed 
m em bers of the outlawed 
People's 
Revolutionary 
Army identified him in some 
way and took him away in 
the back seat of a car that 


had waited outside. 
“ I was set free in a similar 
way,” he said. 
The guerrillas guarding 
him — he did not say how 
many — did not tell him why 
he was kidnaped, and he 
declined to speculate on the 
reason. 
Sam uelson said during the 
144 days *i never lost hope.” 
adding. 
“ It’s 
not 
an 
experience I'd recommend 
for anybody.” He said he 
gave him self m ental com­ 
m ands to be calm 
He said he was allowed to 
read new spapers and listen 
to broadcasts on occasion 
and that he was kept in an 
artificially lighted room, “ 1 
w asn't able to see daylight.” 
he said. 
Asked if officials of the 
Exxon Corp. or the Argen­ 
tine or United States govern­ 
m ents had asked him not to 
talk 
about 
his 
captivity, 
Samuelson said no. "I feel 
personally that is the best 
policy.” he said 
Samuelson. 
a 
native of 
Cleveland. Ohio, has been 
wi t h E xxon since g raduat mg 
from Cornell and the Har­ 
vard Business School in the 
early 1960s. He was sent to 
Argentina in 1970. 
Samuelson. asked if he 
would return to the Latin 
A m erican country, said he 
would m ake that decision 
when the question arises. He 
said he had no immediate 
plans for the future.

Theory is Discounted

CHICAGO — Tales of dif­ 
ficult and puzzling problems 
being solved in dreams are 
fre q u e n tly 
h eard but a 
dream expert said. “ If it 
h a p p e n s , 
it 
is a rare 
phencm enom .” 
A series of studies under 
controlled laboratory con­ 
ditions failed to uphold the 
problem-solving theory. Dr. 
Rosalind C artw right of the 
University of Illinois depart­ 
m ent of psychiatry reported. 
The expression, “I’ll sleep 
on it.” m ay put one in a 
fresher sta te to tackle the 
problem the next morning, 
but there is no evidence that 
s o m e 
m a g i c a l 
b r a i n 
processes are working it out 
while you dream , she said 
Volunteers w ere given a 
variety of problem s at the 
U niversity of Illinois sleep 
laboratory but they arrived 
at no better solutions during

Speaking a t a seminar 
sponsored by the Midwester 
Psychological Association. 
Dr. C artw right said she also 
looks upon “ eureka-tvpe” 
discoveries arising during 
dream s as being a rarity. 


However, M. Ray Dennv, 
Michigan State University 
psychologist, said the key to 
the sew'ing m achine inven­ 
tion cam e in a dream . 
Denny also said a problem 
he had been working on for 
15 years was solved in a 
dream in which a student 
brought him the answer. 


Dr. C artw right could find 
no indication that learning 
takes place in sleep. A slight 
a m o u n t 
of 
inform ation 
m ight be im parted during a 
very light stage of sleeping 
but there is no foundation for 
th e belief th at a foreign 
language can be learned 
during sleep from a tape 
recorder. 


Her studies are part of a 
larger effort to find what 
function dream ing perfor­ 
ms. 
T here are hints it has 
s o m e t h i n g 
to 
do with 
keeping one’s sanity, she 
said. Norm al sleepers use a 
portion of their dream s to 
hallucinate and discharge 
bizarre thoughts, something 
that schizophrenics do all 
day and night.

Camera Angles 
Audio-Visual Study Explains Lighting

Lou Christie is back, now 
31, but not as a golden oldie. 
Christie had hits back in the 
days when hits were built 
around a falsetto and a lot of 
the pop idols were Italian 
boys from Philadelphia. He 
was Italian and Polish from 
near Pittsburgh. And he was 
on those never-ending Dick 
Clark caravans. 
He left the United States 
for three yeaYs. to organize 
his mind after all of that. 
And now he's back But he's 
turning down all offers to 
appear on 1950s and 1960s 
nostalgia show s. 
He has two singles out. 
"Beyond the Blue Horizon" 
and "Zip-a-dee-do-dah.” and 
a new album, “ Lou 
Christie.” combining flavors 
of country, middle of the 
road and pop When he uses 
falsetto these days, he 
doesn't make it the focal 
point of the song. The label is 
Three Brothers Records, a 
CTI label, and a new direc­ 
tion for CTI. which has been 
specializing in jazz rock and 
pop soul 
I was with Kony Romeo. 
my record producer, sitting 
around in his cabin upstate, 
singing, which we always do 
when we go up there. His 
whole family is musical. We 
hit upon Beyond the Blue 
Horizon.' from 1930, from 
the movie ‘Monte Carlo.’ 
We’re not trying for the 
nostalgia market at all. It 
had a big band arrangement 
that was so outdated. We 
don’t use that. We just 
thought it had a great 
melody. *" 
Christie got his start as a 
singer at 15 when a Pitt­ 
sburgh 
record 
company 
executive told him he needed 
somebody whose vibrato 
came at the end of a 
m u s i c a l phrase. Christie 
learned to do that. And. he 
says, when he went from 
being a boy soprano and his 
voice changed, it got deeper 
but the high part, remained, 
so he had more than a 
three-octave range. 
He has had five big hit 
records. 
“The Gypsy 
Cried, ’ ’ i n 19621 “Tw< > Paces 
Have I.” in 1963; “Lightning 
Strikes.” m 1966: “Rhap­ 
sody In the Rain.” in 1967. 
and “I’m Gonna Make You 
Mine.” in 1970 Christie 


wrote the first four and 
Romeo the fifth one, but they 
didn't meet until 1971 
When “The Gypsy Cried” 
came out. Christies first 
booking was on a show at the 
Cow Palace in San Fran­ 
cisco. before about 23.000 
persons. “I worked with a» 
band of 17 or 20 pieces. I had 
cut the record with four in­ 
struments. 
I went on the 
stage and sang the number 
and walked off. It was so 
exciting and so absurd to 
me, the whole idea of doing 
this and being successful 
overnight. 
“Then a show called my 
manager, a guy in Pitt­ 
sburgh who was involved 
with the record. I was 
booked to do a three-week 
tour in the South 1 said. ‘Oh 
great!’ I walked in, to meet 
them, 
and 
rehearse, in 
Alabama. There were about 
six acts and they were all 
black. They thought from 
my name and high voice I 
was a black chick. But they 
kept me and took me with 
them, which showed courage 
on their part. It was all black 
audiences we played to. 
.Some of the places in the 
South we played, the band 
would have to play off the 
stage if 1 was on stage In 
one place we had trouble 
because I was staying with 
the black people and riding 
in their cars The whole 
thing was a new' experience 
for me. I’m not a po­ 
litical-minded person and. I 
just didn’t know people 
existed like that, to be quite 
honest.”

In gathering information 
on the audio-visual course on 
basic lighting in portraiture 
by Peter Nicastro of Gar­ 
field, N.J., I attended a. 
group lesson session held in 
a photo studio near my 
Flushing, N.Y., home. 
The course consists of 12 
units or “modules,” each 
containing a cassette tape of 
narrated 
instruction 
illustrated by an accom­ 
panying set of slides, and a 
study book for reference and 
review. 
The 
group, 
meeting 
weekly for about five hours 
each session, was up to 
module No. 8 and is directed 
by the studio owner who had 
attended 
lectures 
by 
Nicastro previously. It has 
seven students: six young 
men and one young lady. She 
is a secretary with no 
previous 
experience 
in 
photography. The men are 
all weekend photographers 
who shoot candid wedding 


pictures for various studios. 
By taking the course, they 
hope to be able to take on 
portrait assignments and. 
eventually, 
full-time 
photographic work. 
Module 8 deals with the 
functions of the six basic

in portrait 
lighting: 1. Main light. 2.

Sow seed sensibly this 
spring in renovating or 
making a new lawn Some 
lawn seed varieties are in 
short supply and the better 
types more costly, since the 
new cult iva rs do not yield 
seed so abundantly. 
Dr. Robert W. Sctiery, our 
friend at the Lawn Institute 
in Marysville. Ohio, says a 
well prepared 
soil 
bed 
requires as little as two 
pounds of quality seed for 
each 1.000 square feet “In 
fact, if you are willing to 
endure weeds for a while, 
even lighter seeding rates 
are possible (though not 
suggested».’ he says. 
If a thin lawn needs 
bolstering, scratch the sur­ 
face to permit new seed to 
make contact with the soil. 
Seed perched on top of that­ 
ch has little chance of 
rooting If your lawn shows 
much 
organic 
layering, 
dethatch it. You can rent a 
power rake or vertical 
mower that slices into sod. 
with saw-like blades. 
Seed should be spread 
uniformly, working it into 
the 
scratches. 
A 
seed e r-sp r eader sows mire 


accurately than you can do it 
by hand If you do it by hand, 
save some of the seed for a 
second casting to assure bet­ 
ter coverage. You can ex­ 
tend your seed with sawdust, 
sand or cornmeal to provide 
more bulk . 
After seeding, drag an in­ 
verted leaf rake or mat over 
the lawn to help imbed the 
seed. 
You get a better soilbed if 
you 
remake 
the lawn 
entirely. 
Plow 
up old 
vegetation and spread fer­ 
tilizer right after grading 
Cultivate 
shallowly and 
work the surface level Hie 
goal should be a loose, fairly 
chunk y su rface. a void i ng ex- 
cessive tillage that breaks 
down soil structure. Then 
sow your seed 
Select good quality lawn- 
seed with perennial fine-tex- 
tured 
grasses 
predominating. There are 
good new varieties that are 
low-growing and tolerant of 
diseases. If you send a

Institute you can get a listing 
of new hiuegrass, fine fescue 
and

eye if the light source itself 
can be seen by the eye. It 
makes eyes sparkle. 
The form fill light is the 
second light most often 
introduced in a lighting 
arrangement. It "fills the 
shadow” with light and adds 
form or modeling to the face, 
hence its name. It’s a secon­ 
dary light source, is of lesser 
Intensity than the main light 
and comes from a different’ 
direction. 
In a multiple lighting situ­ 
ation. it is a critical light, 
says Nicastro, and may be 
misused. It aids the main 
light in adding form and 
roundness to the face, gets 
light into eye sockets and 
catch lights into eye pupils, 
and can create a lighting 
mood. 
Form fill can be a correc­ 
tive light also. For instance, 
picture a subject with heavy 
jowls and a wrinkled neck. 
The main light is placed to 
put the objectionable area in 
shadow The form fill is then 
placed high so the shadow it 
makes falls over the main 
light shadow. The objec­ 
tionable area, in a double 
shadow, is far less visible.__ 
The splash is light which 
raises the general level of 
room 
light, 
lightening 
shadows and dark areas 
without 
adding 
specific 
form. It can be provided by a 
bare electronic flashtube 
placed behind and above 
camera position A splash is 
pot 
always 
necessary?, 
especially in a small camera 
room which is light in color 
Each camera room should 
be tested to see if it's a help­ 
ful factor in lighting up dark 
areas. 
The 
background 
light 
helps create the total mood 
of portraits. It’s the setting 
in which the subject rests. It 
adds a completeness to the 
portrait 
but, improperly 
used, can give it a feeling of 
disunity. 
The most common func­ 
tion of background light is to 
outline the shape or get 
separation of the subject 
from the background. It 
gives light or tone value or. 
in color portraiture, color 
value to the background 
Lighting various areas of a 
background can establish a 
rhythm in the total picture 
To eliminate shadows cast 
bv 
a 
subject 
on 
a 
background, use a black 


background, move the sub­ 
ject further from the back­ 
ground. 
or change the 
position of the light. 
The hair light’s functions 
are to accent the hair, add 
glamor and separate the 
subject 
from 
the 
background. It is usually 
placed behind or directly 
above the subject. When 
placed behind, its position, is 
usually opposite to the main 
light. 
When over the subject, it 
must be controlled so no 
light strikes the tip of the 
nose, ears or shoulder — 
unless that’s the effect you 
want. 
The kicker can be a 
dynamic light but its use is 
diminishing, Nicastro says. 
Its functions are similar to 
the hair light but the kicker 
is used on the face, body, 
arms, hands, etc. 
The kicker strikes the sub­ 
ject from an arc 90 degrees 
behind the nose axis and is a 
“hot” light which must be 
use d delicately. Because 
electronic flash equipment 
cannot be controlled toa fine 
point, their use as kickers 
has 
been 
virtually 
eliminated. Photographers 
with minispots and con­ 
trolled floods, still find the 
kicker a versatile light. 
Toward the end of the 
class session, author Peter 
Nicastro dropped in to meet 
the students, field questions 
and summarize some points. 
He emphasized that each 
light put into a lighting 
arrangement 
makes 
a 
statement. There are no 
rules concerning the number 
of lights yon can use but 
shorter statements are more' 
easily read 
“As long as you recognize 
what is happening in your 
lighting arrangement and 
are pleased,” he concluded, 
“you are free to use one light 
or 10 lights. After all it’s 
your 
photographic 
statement.”

As a 
New York City newspaper­ 
man he was able to “apply 
his laboratory trainings^ 
his literary ambitions to 
what was recognized during 
the 1890s as the prime data 
of the modern writer: the 
ferment, the shame and the 
promise of the cities ” Stef­ 
fens looked into slums, 
strikes and labor violence, 
but it was not until he began 
doing pieces for “McClure s 
Magazine” that he made his 
“bow as a philosopher of 
graft and as a muckraker.” 
choosing as his distinctive 
mode one with an “innate 
mistrust of authority, con­ 
stitutional fronts and con­ 
centrations of power, and its 
certainty that the reality 
was 
blacker 
than the 
appearance ” 
Kaplan does a fine job not 
only in telling of Steffens's 
role in the times but of 
bringing the times to vivid 
life with his descriptions of 
tu r n -o f-th e -c e n tu r y 
America, the Tammany Hail 
days, the corruption in the 
big cities, the World Wrar I 
years and the days of the 
Depression. 
Of especial interest is his 
description of the emergen­ 
ce of Bolshevik Russia from 
the ruins of World W'ar I and 
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Kaplan 
has done an 
excellent job of not only 
recapturing a life but of 
recapturing the times that 
shaped it 


C I V I L I Z E D 
M A N ' S 
EIGHT DEADLY SINS By 
Konrad Lorenz. Harcourt 
Brace Jovanovich 107 
Pages $4 95 
In this thoughtful and 
thought-provoking 
book. 
Konrad Lorenz, an Austrian 
zoologist and Nobel Prize 
winner in medicine, takes a 
long look at the world about 
him and is not overjoyed by 
what he sees. 
To Lorenz there are “eight 
separate but causally con­ 
nected processes that are 
threatening to destroy not 
only our civilization but 
mankind as a species” and 
he discusses each of these 
processes intelligently and 
with frightening implication 
They a re: o ver popu 1 at i on. 
devastation of the natural 
environment, mans race 
against 
himself 
(com­ 
petition ). the w aning of deep 
emotions because of over in­ 
dulgence, genetic decay, a 
break with tradition, the in­ 
creased indoct rinability of 
mankind 
and 
nuclear 
weapons. 
Oddly, it is the last of these 
that worries Lorenz the 
least. “With regard to the 
dropping of the atom bomb.” 
he writes, “I am more 
optimistic that this will be 
prevented than that man s 
other seven sins will be 
checked.” 
While this is a troubling 
book, since some evidence of 
all the sins can be seen with 
a careful glance, it is not 
completely 
pessimistic 
about the future of man and 
his world. 
For those concerned! with 
the quality of life at this 
moment in time as well as in 
the future, this book is 
required reading

Sydney Pollack, who directed her 
in her first completely dramatic role 
( “The Way We Were”) soon found 
they were .more like1 collaborators, 
than like star and director. 
FAMILY WEEKLY: One hears stories 
about Barbra being temperamental. 
Do you think that’s true? 
POLLACK: People get the wrong im­ 
pression of Barbra. The point is, if a 
person is really talented, there is al­ 
ways a reason for temperament. 
FW: Is she really bossy on the set? 
POLLACK: Barbra is professional 
enough to know the areas in which 
she’s effective. And there is a differ­ 
ence between being a perfectionist— 
which she is—who demands that 
things be right-which she does-and 
being shrewish. Talent and concentra­ 
tion on doing the best you can give 
you the right to complain. Barbra’s a 
learner. She’s inquisitive, extraordi­ 
narily curious, enthusiastic and a 
very, very hard worker.

She works all day on 
the set and then she’ll go home and go 
over the script again and call every­ 
one up with ideas on how to improve 
something.

POLLACK: Mistakes. She gets up­ 
tight when other people fail to do 
their jobs. 
FW: Did you encounter any problem 
working with Barbra? 
POLLACK: She has a tendency to 
take over a picture just by the size of 
her talent and larger-than-life pres­ 
ence. It’s hard for a costar to stay in 
the same ring with her. Fortunately, 
Robert Bedford can. 
FW: Do you feel that Barbra is at the 
peak of her career? 
POLLACK: I think she’s in a transi­ 
tional phase, a growing period, in 
both her professional and personal 
life. Professionally, I think she’s 
stopped being an entertainer and is 
becoming an actress. Remember, she’s 
still quite young. She’s gotten every 
award there is to get. She’s wealthy— 
you know, she’s the highest paid 
nightclub entertainer in the world— 
and she’s a devoted mother who works 
her schedule to create some sort of 
regularity for Jason. You can get aw­ 
fully insulated in Hollywood. You get 
totally involved with show-business 
people and it’s hard to remove your­ 
self. But she’s trying. 
'FW: How is she trying? 
POLLACK: I think Bedford and I had 
a big influence on her. Bob and I have 
been friends since 1960, and three 
years ago I bought some land and 
built in Sundance, Utah, where Bob 
has his home. During the Aiming of 
“The Way We Were” we filled Bar­ 
bra’s head with stories of Sundance, 
snow, mountains and skiing, until she 
ended up going to Utah and learning 
to ski! Now, you must realize what a 
big step this was for her. She’s a city- 
bred girl, and like most city people 
she's not about to leap on a horse for 
fear she’ll break in two! This was a 
big thing for her to conquer. 1 was so 
thrilled when she went off to Aspen 
and called me, all excited, and said,

FAMILY WEEKLY: A fter spending so 
m uch time with Barbra, what was 
your impression of her? 
DILLMAN: She’s a very shy person. 
And she’s very conscious of her ap­ 
pearance. She’s very sensitive about it. 
It hurts her particularly when critics 
rem ark about her looks rather than 
her perform ance. One day she was 
wearing a dress in which she looked 
especially attractive, and I happened 
to m ention this. 1 thought she’d hug 
me, she was so pleased and touched. 
FW: How did you get along together 
when you weren’t before the cam eras? 
DILLMAN: Barbra finds it very, very 
difficult to socialize. She’d see me 
come on the set and she’d turn this 
way and that and hem and haw and 
finally she’d get up the nerve to com e 
over and say, “U h . .. how are the 
children?'” She found it hard to share 
even that com mon bond of interest. 
FW: Did you find that she has a sense 
of hum or? 
DILLMAN: You know, she worked so 
hard, I really wondered if she enjoyed 
anything. I think 1 saw her laugh 
twice during the months we were to ­ 
gether. One time was after I went to 
a little Oriental restaurant where we 
sometimes ate.

• Remove one light bulb permanent­ 
ly somewhere in the home. For safe­ 
ty, replace it with a burned-out bulb, 
so the socket is not left exposed. 
The® replace half of the other bulbs 
with those of the next lower wattage. 
Family electrical bills will drop 
without too much of a sacrifice. 
• Use fluorescent lights for kitchen 
and bathroom—they’re three times 
more efficient 
than 
incandescent 
lights. And remember: A single long 
tube is more energy-efficient. 
• Use one large bulb rather than, sev­ 
eral smaller ones. One 100-watt in­ 
candescent .lamp, for example, pro­ 
duces more light than 'two '60-watt 
h^Jbs. 


Laundry and Kitchen 


• Set water heater at 110“F. Higher 
temperatures are not necessary. 
• Use clothes washers and. dryers 
only when fully loaded, unless they 
have small-load attachments. 
• Wash clothes in cold water with 
cold-water detergent. 
• In cooking, use pots that cover the 
heating element—so the heat enters 
the utensil rather than 'being dissi­ 
pated. Use covers whenever possible. 
• Broiling is more efficient than bak­ 
ing. If you do bake, double up on 
recipe's and freeze, the excess.

• Caulk and weather-strip doors and 
windows. 
• Install storm windows. They will 
eventually pay for themselves by 
cutting heating costs as much as 15 
percent. 
• Insulate the attic. This can reduce 
your heating bill by about 20 per­ 
cent.

t’s spring, and Natalie has already 
started in on me!

Well, 1 know from experience that 
fearing a job is usually worse than do­ 
ing it. So this year I’m prepared for her! 
For example: roofing. You probably 
think you’re the only homeowner in 
your neighborhood with a worn-out 
roof. Wrong! In fact, several million 
U.S. homes will have to have new roofs 
this year. These homes were built right 
after World War II, and 30 years 
is a long time for asphalt shingles to 
shed the weather. Take a look at that 
old roof, and if time and weather have 
taken their toll, then you need the fol­ 
lowing information. 
Roofing comes in different styles, 
textures and grades. What you get is 


Fearing a job is usually worse 
than doing it.

generally deter mind by the price. High­ 
er priced brand-name roofing shin­ 
gles arc by far the best buy. Roofing is 
sold by two measurements, weight and 
coverage.

More expen­ 
sive roofing may weigh as much as

self information folders on how to in­ 
stall roofing, and of course there are 
many books, in case you’ve never tried 
the job before. Roofing is mostly just 
good old hard work—and the hardest 
part of the job is carrying the new' 
shingles up the ladder. Be sure you 
wear rubber-soled shoes and stay away 
from electric lines. 
Also, be sure you check the valleys 
in the roof before you start nailing 
shingles. If the valleys are worn or torn, 
you must tackle that job before the 
shingles go on. While you’re on the 
roof, take a good look at the gutters 
and downspouts, too, A stopped-up 
gutter can sometimes be mistaken for 
a leaky roof. 
Now that you’re finished with the 
roof and you’re sitting up there admir­ 
ing your work, you probably have a 
very good view' of your blacktop drive­ 
way.

■ either an old broom or a rubber 


squeegee. Make sure you’ve removed 
all dirt, dust and other debris before 
you begin, then give the entire drive­ 
way a liberal coating of sealer. It’s a 
messy job, so wear throwaway shoes 
and clothes. It’s also a good idea to 
check the w eather forecast before 
you begin. A hard rain can undo your 
efforts unless the sealer has had a good 
12 hours to dry. 
For a badly checked driveway, you 
may need a new topping to put it in 
first-class shape. Don’t expect the sealer 
to serve that purpose. All the scaler will 
do is prevent future rains from damag­ 
ing the driveway more. Also, oil leaks 
from parked cars damage blacktop 
more than ice and snow. The oil will 
actually soften the asphalt surface and 
a pothole will result. Make your teen­ 
agers park their jalopies on, the street 
and your driveway will last a lot longer! 
What about the paint job on the 
house and the brick wall around the 
patio? Well, 1 look at it this way: If you 
make enough points on the roof and 
the driveway, chances are you can get 
out of doing the other two. Besides, 
who would 
really want everything 
around the house completely 
finished?

The average cost of insulat­ 
ing your attic should be about 
12-14* a square foot, based on 
six-inch-thick insulation. The 
cost for a 1,200 square foot 
house, for example, would be 
about $140.

It’s also important to be sure 
your attic is well ventilated. 
Good ventilation not only helps 
the insulation do a better job, 
but it gets rid of hot air in the 
summer and excess moisture in 
the winter.

attic has louvered vents or open 
windows.

efore the outside garden­ 
ing chores begin to take 
up too much time, you 
ought to plan to upgrade the 
insulation in your attic. (It 
shouldn't take more than a day.) 
To be effective, attic insula­ 
tion should be at least six inches 
thick. The only tools you'll need 
to install the Fiberglas insula­ 
tion shown here are: a straight­ 
edge tape measure, a pair of 
gloves and a sharp knife. 
First Step—Five Minutes 
Once up in the attic, measure 
the distance between the joists. 
This will tell you how wide the 
insulation should be. Next, 
measure the length and width 
of the attic floor to determine 
the number of square feet. 
Finally, if the attic already has 
some insulation, measure its 
depth. Buy enough new insula­ 
tion to bring it up to a full six 
inches. 
The job now becomes just a 
matter of laying the baits ¡be­ 
tween the ceiling joists. 
What Kind to Buy? 
Insulation is manufactured in 
15- and 23-inch widths to fit 
between the framing members 
in normal construction. Insula­ 
tion packaging displays the 
square footages and the amount 
needed to cover them. 
The major types of insulation 
are fiber glass and rock wool, 
both of which can be laid down, 
poured or blown (by a profes­ 
sional contractor). Blown insu­ 
lation, of course, is best if your 
attic already has flooring. 
If you plan to upgrade exist­ 
ing insulation to the full six- 
inch standard, unfaced insula­ 
tion should be¡ laid directly on 
top of the present material. If 
only faced insulation (the kind 
having kraft paper or foil on 
one side) is available, remove 
the facing or slash it at regular 
intervals to allow the air to cir­ 
culate through it. 
If your attic is uninsulated 
and you are installing faced in­ 
sulation, place the vapor barrier 
face-down between the joists.

You sign 
another form' authorizing .AT&T to' 
pay the dividends into' the' bank rath­ 
er than mail them to you. (.So far, 
about .250 large companies like 
AT&T have agreed to cooperate in 
the: program, and many 'Others, are ex­ 
pected to sign up in the near future.)

The 'Second, advantage is the 
low cost. 
The cost to you is 1) your propor­ 
tional share of the brokerage commis­ 
sion, plus 2) a servioe: fee charged by 
the bank. The standard, bank service 
fee is five percent of the amount in­ 
vested, up to a limit of $2.50. 
To show that this .is less than you, 
would, pay a broker: .Suppose, your 
quarterly dividends are $160'.. 'Hie 
bank’s service charge for investing 
this would be $2.50, the upper limit. 
Your prorated share of the brokerage 
commission: would be 52,#, under the 
rate structures now in effect... (That 
figure could go up or down.) Thus 
your total cost, would be: $3.02.

1 lb, beef or veal soupbone 
216-3 lb. chicken, backs and necks** 
V4 teaspoon crushed red pepper 
1 tablespoon salt 
Few twists freshly ground black 
pepper 
1 bay leaf 
216 qts. water 
2 cups diced potatoes 
2 cups chopped onions 
2 cups fresh corn kernels or 1 pkg. 
(10 ozs.) frozen cut corn 
2 cups sliced carrots 
2 cups cut wax or butter beans or 
1 pkg, (10 ozs.) frozen wax beans 
2 cups sliced okra or 1 pkg.
